because the grave possibility

that the Chinese will collapse within 
that time. 
If Russia waits 
longer,

likely De faced not with a weaker Ja­ 
pan, entangled and dispersed in China, 
as the Kremlin hoped, hut with a Jap­ 
anese army stronger and more stra­ 
tegically placed than ever before. 
Foreign observers at Nanking are 
divided on the question as to whether, 
in view of this situation, Russia will 
dare to enter the conflict or will risk 
the delay. 
But the weight of evidence is against 
Russian entry. 
Before the present war started the 
Japanese military attache reported to 
Tokyo that the execution of Russian 
generals crippled the Red Army. Then 
the Japanese army pushed against the 
Russians on the Amur River and found 
such little resistance that Japan de­ 
cided if could ignore the Red Army. 
The war on China started at that 
point.
